SUBJECT: OUR CONTACTS WITH THE BRAZILIANS IN QUITO 
FOR THE SECRETARY 

1 WE HAVE BEEN IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH SILVEIRA AND THE 
BRAZILIAN DELEGATION THROUGHOUT THE MEETING. AT BRAZILIAN 
RECEPTION LAST NIGHT ROGERS RECONFIRMED TO SILVEIRA THAT WE 
HAVE NOT DEVIATED FROM THE POLICY OF WHICH HE WAS ADVISED BY 
CRIMMINS IN BRASILIA AND HAVE NO PLANS TO DO SO IN THE FUTURE. 

2. HERE IN QUITO, SILVEIRA AND HIS DELEGATION HAVE BEEN 
GIVING OTHER DELEGATIONS THE IMPRESSION OF SOME FLEXIBILITY. 
THEY SAY THAT IF THE RESOLUTION WERE SHORTER OR DIFFERENT IN 
SOME OTHER WAY FROM WHAT IS CURRENTLY BEING DISCUSSED, THEY 
MIGHT HAVE BEEN PREPARED TO GO ALONG. IT IS OUR IMPRESSION, 
HOWEVER, THAT THEY HAVE VERY MUCH LESS FLEXIBILITY AND WILL 
ABSTAIN ON ALMOST ANY RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD HAVE THE 
EFFECT OF LIFTING SANCTIONS. THE BRAZILIANS ARE THE ONLY 
OTHER DELEGATION BESIDES OURSELVES WHICH DID NOT INSCRIBE 
ITSELF FOR A FORMAL SPEECH. IN OTHER WAYS ALSO THEY HAVE 
KEPT A LOW PROFILE, TRYING INSOFAR AS POSSIBLE TO AVOID 
ANY BLAME SHOULD THE CONFERENCE FAIL. SILVEIRA HAS NOT 
BEEN TAKING PART IN THE FRANTIC MEETINGS OF OTHER DEI .EGA 
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TIONS TO TRY TO FIND COMPROMISE LANGUAGE FOR A RESOLUTION
